All Hydrogen Makers. 


Professor Sir James Dewar, lec- 
turing at the Royal Institution in 
London. recently mentioned a re; 
markable discovery which he made 
in the course of his heat researches.

One of his assistants, Mr. Green, 
gave off as much as a half litre 
daily, while Dewar himself only pro- 
duced 100 cubic centimetres. 

The production of hydrogen in 
connection with the processes of di- 
gestion has been long known, but 
apart from this there is a steady and 
uniform exhalation of hydrogen.

MISH GHOST STORIES,

House Built on Fairy Path All Broken 
To Picces, 

A Dublin correspondent sends an 
extraordinary dispatch in regard to a 
collection of ghost stories which the 
Rev. St. John D. Seymour, rector of 
Cappawhite, County Tipperary, has 
received. He is writing a book on 
psychical phenomena and advertised 
for records of ‘‘experiences.”’ The re- 
plies he received were more numerous 
than he had ever, even in his most 
hopeful moments, expected. 

“I have received,” he said, ‘more 
ghost stories than I could get into a 
single book,” He went on to relate 
@ specimen “fairy” story which he 
obtained from a man at Port Arling- 
ton, Queen’s County: 

“A man near here saved $2,500 
and built himself a house on a fairy 
path, During his first night in the 
house all the furniture—chairs, beds 
and crockery—moved as if on wires, 
and after an hour everything was 
broken, and the man himself was ser- 
iously hurt. Having spent his life's 
savings on the hous, he determined 
to live init. When he recovered from 
his injuries he again went to live in 
the house. He had a similar experi- 
ence, and finally ho had to leave.” 

A justice of the peace, G. H. Mil- 
ler, of Edgeworthstown, County 
Longford, related the following ex- 
perience: 

“During the winter of 1875 I was 
riding a horse past the old ruins and 
burial ground of Abbeyshuile, on a 
bright moonlight night. In the mid- 
dle of the churchyard I saw what I 
taok to be a policeman in a long over- 
coat, He walked toward me and sud- 
denly disappeared. I could see no 
trace of him, Afterward I learned 
that it was not a policeman, but a 
monk, whose ghost appeared there so 
often that after dark people would 
go miles out of their way to avoid 
passing the churchyard.” 

A woman told the following un- 
canny story of a haunted castle in the 
south of Ireland: : 

“When we went to live in the castle 
we could hear people talking in every 
room, and in every hall and corridor, 
but no explanation could be found. 
Often and often we heard terrible 


fighting in the glen beside the castle 
the hideous roar of angry voices and

would go down the glen after dark. 


“One night I was sitting talking 
with my governess when I heard a

fell heavily to the ground outside.”’

Hindu Chief Installed. 


A new ruling chief, the Mabaraj 
Rana Udai Ban Singh, chief of the 
Rajput State of Dholpur, has been 
invested with full ruling powers. 
The ceremony of investiture was 
performed -in a durbae at the palace 
lately, when Sir Elliott Colvin, Goy- 
ernor-General’s Agent in Rajputana, 
attached the “‘sarpech’’ (a jewelled 
ornament) to the young chief's tur- 
ban and presented him with a sword. 
The agent also read a letter in which 
the Viceroy congratulated the Maha- 
raj Rana on the assumption of the 
duties of his high position. ‘Rest 
assured,” the Viceroy added, ‘‘thai 
in time of doubt or difficulty you 
can count on my friendship and sup- 
port.”

| HIS GOOD-BYE TO “JIMMIE.”

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The Message Capt, Robert Seott Left 
For His Pal. 


The closest friend of Capt. Robert 
Scott, the English explorer, who with 
three companions met death “like 
English gentlemen,” last February 
while on the return trip from a 
polar expedition was J. M. Barrie, 
the author and playwright. Peter 
Scott, only son of the dead hero is 
Barrie’s godson and gets his first 
name from the playwright’s ‘Peter 
Pan.” Scott and Barrie, both quiet, 
retiring men and involerate pipe 
smokers, were kindred souls for 
years and were constantly together 
in and about London. One of the 
Jast messages found beside the cap- 
tain’s body in his tomb of ice was 
directed, to “Jimmie” Barrie, Writ- 
ten in lead pencil, and toward the 
end going off into almost indecipher- 
able scratches, it closes with the 
abruptness of a thing written by a 
dying hand. A more poignant fare- 
well one cannot conceive than the 
following: * 

“We are pegging out in a very 
comfortless spot. Hoping this letter 
may be found and sent to you, I 
write a word of farewell. I want 
you to help my widow and my boy— 
your godson. We are showing that 
Englishmen can still die with a bold 
spirit, fighting it out to the end. It 
will be known that we have accom- 
plished our object in reaching the 
pole, and that we have done every- 
thing possible, even to sacrificing 
ourselves, in order to save sick com- 
panions. 1 think that the country 
ought to help those who are left be- 
hind to mourn us. Good-bye. I am 
not at all afraid of the end, but sad 
to miss many a humble pleasure 
which I had planned for the future 
on our long marches. I may not 
have proved a great explorer, but we 
have done the greatest march ever 
made and tome very near to great 
success. Good-bye, my dear friend. 

“We are very near the end, but 
have not and will not lose our good 
cheer. We have had four days of 
storm in-our tent and nowhere's 
food or fuel. We did intend to fin- 
‘sh ourselves when things proved 
like this, but we have decided to die 
naturally in the track. As a dying 
man, my dear friend, be good to my 
wife and child. Give the boy a 
chance in life if the state won't do 
it. He ought to bave good stuff in 
him, * * * I never met a man in my 
lifo whom I admired and loved 
more than you, but I never could 
show you how much your friendship 
meant to me, for you had much to 
give and I nothing.” 

Stage Superstitions. 

The ill-fortune which has led for 
the second time to the peremptory 
closing of the London Opera House 
will go far to substantiate the super- 
stitions of stage folk. Actors have 
their own peculiar code of fancies, 
You must not whistle in the dress- 
ing room, under penalty of being 
thrust out (whatever your desha- 
bille) to turn round three times in 
the passage before regaining admit- 
tance. For to whistle is to invite 
bad luck for “the show.” Again in 
rehearsal the tag, or final words of 
the play must never be uttered. And 
you must not open an umbrella on 
the stage. Many other things are 
regarded as ominous in stageland, so 
can you woffder that Maiden lane 
shook its head when the London 
Opera House was opened on Noy, 
13, 1911? There wes confirmation 
when Mr. Hammerste i ctosed it on 
the thirteenth of a month—-July 13, 
194%, 


First Dublin Strike.

Phere Is No Other City Like Her In 
the World. 

Sir William Soulsby, who was p1:- 
vate secretary to the Lord Mayor be- 
fore most Londoners of to-day were 
born, and has been private secretary 
to every Lord Mayor sinze. has be» 
doing a great service in trying to 
drive home to ths Loaconer that Lon- 
don has a personality, that London is 
unique—wherefrom :. follow’ that a 
Londoner must rank above ali other 
men in the world. 

But Sir William stopped short, or 
the interviewers did not report him 
fully, London is not a city; London is 
not like anything else in the world— 
merely because it is the very Heart 
of the World. To-day, ‘o be a Lon- 
doner is equivalent to having been 4 
Roman citizen of two thousand years 
ago. 

The Personality of London — we 
ought to thank that doyen of private 
secretaries, that super-private secre- 
tary, for the phrase, London has a 
personality, she is a living thing, the 
most vast, most pathetic, thing which 
our civilization has produced. 

Can anyone conceive the world 
with London eliminated. It woula be 
a world in ruin, a world in sackcloth 
and ashes. Trade rivals may hate us, 
rail at us, raise tariff barriers against 
us; but London remains all-essential 
to their trade. A disaster to London 
would mean siarvation to untold mil- 
lions. 

To-day how many Londoners rea- 
lize the immensity of their privilege 
in belonging to the Imperial City? 
Here and there you find a man w.o 
knows one who has been behind the 
seenes and undrr.iands tho hollow- 
ness of the claims of other cities, oth- 
er nations. In one short street alone, 
Mincing-lane, the greater part of the 
trade of the Far East is handled, and 
the Far East has always been, from 
a trade point of view, the prize of 
the world. 

There are about half a dozen such 
places, places right on the main track, 
where your hand ‘s on the worlu’s 
pulse. Of these, I think, I would put 
Hong Kong first, the greatest of sea- 
ports, the finest jewel in the Imperial 
crown, the clearing-house of half a 
world. Stand on the stens of the 
postoffice of Hon, Kong, and you will 
see all the nations of the earth pass 
before you; and, sooner or later you 
will see all the men and women you 
have met in other great ports pass 
you. Stand on the qu.y, where the 
police take your name before yo. en- 
ter a sampan, lest your boatmen cut 
your throat, and you will realize, in 
part at least, the immensity of the 
British Mercantile Marine; also you 
will realize, if ou have a sense of 
proportion, the gro,ing menace of 
German competition, 

Really, Hong Kong is part of Lon- 
don, as is also Singapore, which runs 
it close in wealth. Until you have 
seen these two ports, you cannot re- 
alize at all the se¢r.: of our national 
greatness. We are the richest people 
the world has ever known, we handle 
a volyme of trad» eimost to put a few 
million people into Australia and 
South Africa, and have lent them 
more than a few million peunds, but 
such places as Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore, and because London !usiness 
men and London bankers seized the 
opportunities presented to ‘hem. 

Caicutta and Bo.ibay are splendid, 
magnificent; but they are not parts of 
London, India herself is great enough 
to claim, and to hold, them for her 
own. Other famous cities, such as 
Melhourae or ‘toronto, are merely 
Colonial, with Colonial interests. You 
cannot feel the pulse of the world 
heating in them. 

What other ci.y has a personality, 
in the cosmopolitan sense of the 
word, what other city can take ui\o 

i1erself all tha Leoples of the world, 
1bsorb them, make them part of her 
wondrous self?

The recent case of a young woman 
in Englcnd, who, after being deaf and 
dumb for 21 years, is slowly recover- 
Ing both hearing and speech -—— the 
shock of the tragic end of her bro- 
ther, who drowned himself in the 
Stour, being rerarded as responsible 
for the miraculous cxample of shock 
succeeding where Coctors have fail? 
—recalls similar instanccs. 

Some time ago the narrow escape 
of a bdéy from drowning off North 
Shields fish quay had a remarkable 
sequel. While efforts were being 
made to restore the apparently 
drowned boy to consciousness by 
means of artificial respiration, a man 
who had been deprived of speech two 
years earlier as the result of an acci- 
dent, pushed through the crowd mere- 
ly out of curiosity, As soon as he 
saw the prostrate boy, although not 
in any way related to him, the sighi 
gave him such a shock that his speech 
suddenly returned, and he fell to the 
ground in a state of collapse. Upon 
recovering he continued to speak 
freely, and has suffered no further im- 
pediment since, 

It is not many years since a re- 
markable case of dumbness excited 
great interest in medical circles in 
Germany. Twelve months earlier a 
Bavarian cattle dealer had been kick- 
ed by a horse, with the result that he 
completely lost the use of his voice. 
A year later he wa. riding a doomed 
horse to the knacker’s yard, when the 
animal, who clevrly had plenty of life 
in him, began to kick and plunge in 
a dangerous manner, The man, we 
are told, lost his head completely in 
wild excitement, and after a few min- 
utes began to talk, completely re- 
gaining his speech to the boundless | 
astonishment of his friends.

At 
Chelsea’ especially the sun went 
down over the Thames and a blaze 
of unearthly beauty ranging from 
deepest red to green, as may be seen 
in a series of water color sketches 
made at the time and now preserved 
in the Chelsea free library. Sir Nor 
man Lockyer and other astronomers 
ittributed these winter sunsets to 
the voleanic dust projected by the 
great eruption of Krakatoa, in Java, 
in the previous August.

THE KING'S LIFE GUESTS 


RESIDENTS OF ROYAL PALACES 
GIVE A LOT OF TROUBLE. 


Refusal of Lady Scott to Take # 
Royal Residence Recalls Previe 
ous Episodes Connected With 
the Guests of Britain—Hampto' 
Court Contains Twenty Famili 
of Distinction ard Indigence. 


It is announced that Lady Scott, 
widow of the hero of the South Pole, 
has declined the offer of a royal resi- 
dence, as a mark of ihe disapproval 
of the way in which the fund raised 
in honor of the ill-fated British expe- 
dition has been handled. It is only in 
the past year or so that the great 
majority of us have heard 2f a royal 
residence as distinct from the resi- 
dence of the reigning monarch, and 
probably few people knew what it is. 

Royal residences first broke into 
print in recent times, when it waa 
announced th t the privete solicitors 
of King George were about to apply 
to the courts with a view of haves 
sundry occupants of royal residertces 
removed. Later on we Leard that an 
appeal to learned counsel had result- 
ed in advice not to sue, because the 


royal complainants would have lost. 


The case ir point was that of a 
noblewoman who had been placed in 
a royal residence by the late King 
Edward, which means that she had 
been given apartments rent free. Af- 
ter the King’s death it was suggested 
that she should vacate iD order ve 
some other recipient of the roy 
benevolence might move in, King 
George having friends of his ow” 
that he wished to provide for. It ap- 
pears, however, that the occupant >of 
a royal residence is there for life, and 
that the widow of this class of tenant 


| ean also stay as long as she lives, 


unless specific provision has been 
made to the contrary. 

No doubt eversines the Normal 
Conquest the Kings of England have 
been providing certain of their 
friends with free lodging for the re- 
mainder of their days in recognition 
of some service rendered. Up to the 
time of responsible government it 
was the fashion of royalty to present 
iis favorites with a few thousand 
acres of land and a grant from the 
public treasury, but after these pre- 
rogatives had been polished, espe- 
cially after the coming of the Han- 
overians, certain royal residences 
were reserved, and the reigning mon- 
areh was permitted to install in them 
his needy friends and relatives. 

Strictly speaking, to-day Parlia- 
ment might assert its right to say that 
the tenants should not be the partl- 
cular friends of the reigning sove- 
reign, but that the royal residence 
should be reserved for those whom 
Parliament might designate. As a 
maiter of fact, the offer of a royal 
residence to Lady Scott is a recog- 
nition of the fact that the royal resi- 
deuces are not exclusively intended 
for the personal favorites of the 
King. 

Hampton Court which {s one of 
the show places of London, and was 
once the home of royalty, is a palace 
i -habited chiefly by indigent persons 
of rank or distinction that the King 
has a right to nominate as free ten- 
ants. Some twenty families occupy 
the premises. Their accommodation 
ranges from five to twelve rooms, and 
if the King were to rent the apart- 
ments, he would receive some $20,000 


lor $30,000 a year, and the money 


would ge into his private purse. Incl- 
dentally it might be remarked that 
the nation pays $75,000 a year for 
the maintenance of Hampton Court. 
The present tenants are, for the mort 
part, widows and daughters of army 
and navy officers ~r men who held 
minor offices in the royal household. 

Before being eligible as tenants it 
is necessary that the applicant make 
an affidayit to the effect that his or 
her income is not more than $1,000 
In the other royal residences 
no such rule applies, and at the pres- 
occus 
pied by persons well able to pay for 
their accommodation. 

A case in point is that of the Coun 
tess Fedora Gleichen, a cousin of the 
King, who was granted apartments by 
King Edward, or rather her fathe; 
was given the privilege of living rent 
free by Queen Victoria, and King Ed- 


| ward confirmed the daughter in the 


premises at St. James’ Priace. 

It was this countess who was re- 
quested by the agents of King George 
to pay rent, but she declined upon 
the score of poverty. It is notorious 
that the countess, who is a sculptor, 
of ote, and is also in receipt of a 
pension, is earning scme $20,000 or 
$25,000 a year, and can well afford 
to pay good rent. Nevertheless, the 
courtess has refused to move or pay 
rent, and has left it to the King to 
decide upon any further steps, 

The gift residences around Wind- 
sor are also said to be a source of ton- 
siderable annoyance to King George, 
who finds them occupied by persons 
who have no particular claim upon 
him or upon the nation. The ten- 
ants have the advantage of the own- 
ers in this respect, that King George 
is very loath to appear in a court of 
law. 

There are nine of these resklences 
at Windsor, and of the tenants six 
had no special arrangement with 
King Edward, who installed them, as 
to their vacation upon demand. It 
is held that unless there was a legal 
agreement to this effect the tenants 
ean continue to occupy during their 
lifetime, and most of them will no 
doubt insist upon their legal right 
the matter. 

Bir Dighton Probyn, King Edward 
Keeper of the Privy Purse, has 
only a fine suite at Windsor, but hag 
some exclusive rights in a park. He 
seems to have regarded the park as 
his own to such an extent that he hag 
spent several thousands of dollars in 
beautifying it, He says he will move 
when he is reimbursed for bis im~ 
provements, but as his 
does not improve the premises, 
for his own occupancy, his 
have been refused. Probably
